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Developing The Campground 


Work is progressing in the further de- 
velopment of Bethany Park. It is ex- 
pected that by camp meeting time, the 
water system will be in, providing water 
to all the lots. The.electric company will 
have the lines completed to give power 
service to all of the subdivided portion 
of the campground and the tabernacle 
area. This means that the grounds can 
be well lighted during the camp meet- 
ing and there will be electricity for the 
tents that will be in use during that time. 


There was good response to the call 
for help during the work days in April, 
many coming for miles around to lend 
a hand in cutting trails over the grounds, 
in leveling places for tents to be placed, 
and in helping on the water and drain- 
age systems.

Developing these grounds is a large 
undertaking that has been no small bur- 
den, but once the major portion is com- 
pleted, Bethany Park will offer one of 
the finest grounds in the country for 
summer camps for our Assemblies of 
God fellowship and those who care to 
join with us in annual gatherings for 
spiritual blessing and refreshing. 
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“The Spirit giveth life.” 2 Cor. 3:6. 


This verse speaks of a particular min- 
istry characteristic of the Holy Spirit, 
that of quickening or making alive. Jesus 
said that He was come that we might 
“have life” and might have it more abun- 
dantly.” 

We read in Ephesians 2:1, “You hath 
He quickened (made alive), who were 
dead in trespasses and sins.” And in Co- 
lossians 2:13, “And you, being dead in 
your sins .. . hath He quickened.” Here 
the results of sin are set forth in contrast 
with the work of the Spirit of God—sin 
deadens, the Spirit quickens. Sin may 
have its pleasure for a season, but even 
as it pleases it deadens. This Paul stated 
to Timothy when he said, “She that liv- 
eth in pleasure is dead while she liveth.” 
1 Tim. 5:6. 


Living and yet dead! That is the con- 
dition of all who are unsaved. Alive to 
pleasure, alert to sin—but dead, unre- 
sponsive, to the things of God. Their ears 
are quick to hear the call of the world; 
their eyes are quick to note the lure of 
sin; their entire being is responsive to all 
that the devil offers; but they are utterly 
dead to God. They have ears to hear, but 
Him they hear not; eyes to see, but His 
way they see not. The filth of immorality 
stirs their lustful natures, but the bless- 
edness of righteousness fails to impress 
them. They are living, yet dead. 

All good Christians understand this 
and know what we mean when we say 
such can be quickened, made alive to 
God by the ministry and work of the 
Holy Ghost in their lives. All good Chris- 
tians also know that without this min- 
istry of God’s Spirit souls will ever re- 
main in their deadness, dying not only 
physically but ever becoming more dead, 
more insensible to the things of God. 

This quickening work of the Spirit in 
the life of a sinner, awakening him to the 
things of God, commences at conversion. 
But that is only the beginning. While it 
is true that at conversion all sin is for- 
given, all the past is blotted out, and all 
things become new, it is also true that all 
the sinner’s faculties for responding to 
God are not fully awakened. New life 
does come to the newly converted, and 
his eyes, once dead to the beauty of God, 
now begin to catch the gleam of God's 
glory; his ears, once dead to God’s voice, 
now begin to hear Him speak. And the 
same Spirit that quickens the sinner 
from his deadness longs to awaken him 
fully to the abundant life of responsive- 
ness to God that Jesus came to give to 
all who believe on His name. 

All too many never go beyond the first 
awakening. They are God’s children, but 
remain babes. Their senses are never 
fully developed to discern between good 
and. evil (Heb. 5:14). Consequently 
there is much good in Christian living 
they never enjoy. They are never suffi- 
ciently aware of such good to seek for it. 
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Quickened By The Spirit

Oh, that such Christians knew of the 
fuller quickening available to the life 
that is filled with the Holy Ghost! 

There is a quickening ministry for the 
child of God today making him as com- 
plete as those worthies in the book of 
Acts. Those disciples were alive unto 
God, alert and responsive to Him. Over 
and over, we read that “the Holy Ghost 
said unto him or them. Both in private 
devotions and public worship, they heard 
from heaven. Their spiritual ears were 
quickened—made alive—unto God. He 
spoke to ordinary disciples as well as to 
the chiefest of apostles. Acts 8:29; 13:1, 
2. Thank God, this ministry is open to 
all of God’s children and not just to a 
select few. We can all be quickened by 
the Holy Ghost until our ears, too, will 
be quick to hear the voice of God. 

God is speaking to us today as much 

as He did to the early church. He has 
not changed either in His love for the 
church or in His manner of dealing with 
the church. But His voice falls on ears 
too dead to hear or to understand. They 
are like those people in John 12. When 
Jesus prayed to the Father (verse 28), 
“Father, glorify Thy name,” we read— 
“Then came there a voice from heaven, 
saying, I have both glorified it, and will 
glorify it again.” Jesus explained that the 
voice came for their sake, but they 
thought it thundered. Think of it—God, 
in answer to Jesus’ prayer, speaking au- 
dibly and directly to the people, and they 
thought it was thunder! 
_I fear God often speaks to us today 
and we mistake it for the natural instead 
of the supernatural. As Samuel mistook 
God’s voice for that of Eli—all too many 
times God has spoken, and those to 
whom He has spoken have thought it to 
be man instead of God. 

All of our natural senses, that are so 
alive to the natural things around us, 
have their counterpart in the spiritual 
side of our lives, and by the quickening 
power of the Spirit they can be made 
alive and alert to God until we can hear 
His voice, see His glory, feel His pres- 
ence; and thank God, we can taste the 
Word of life and the heavenly gift. His 
voice then will be like music, His glory 
will lighten our eyes, His presence will 
thrill like a lover's embrace, and His 
Word will be in our mouth sweeter than 
the honeycomb. It will be joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory. 

Many Christians who have climbed 
the heights of this spiritual triumph, who 
have been so quickened by His Spirit 
that the wee small voice was never 
missed, whose eyes have continually 


seen God in everything, who were quick 
to detect His presence, have today be- 
come like the members of the church of 
Sardis (Rev. 3:1), having a name that 
they live, but they are dead. Once their 
faces glowed with joy because of God’s 
presence; now neither sadness nor joy 
changes their countenance. Almost ex- 
pressionless they sit through services. 


Has God withdrawn His presence? 
No, He is still there, but those lives once 
alert, quickened by the Spirit, have re- 
turned to the realm of spiritual deadness. 
Only a little spiritual life is left. Like 
those in Sardis, a few things remain but 
even these are ready to die. Whole as- 
semblies, once alive with power, joy, and 
enthusiasm, have become weak, joyless 
and dead. Once they were enlightened; 
once they tasted the good Word of God; 
they once felt the powers of the world to 
come; but now that light is dimming, 
that power is waning, and they are dan- 
gerously near falling away and crucify- 
ing to themselves the Son of God—be- 
coming dead to Him, getting beyond His 
influence. 


How did they get this way? How did 
it happen? Look again at the church at 
Sardis (Revelation 3). What caused their 
deadness? What was sapping the spirit- 
ual life from that which remained? Here 
is the answer (Verse 2): their works 
were not perfect before God. That is 
where all the spiritual death begins in 
a church. When its works—prayer life, 
worship, seeking lost souls—begin to be 
incomplete, then death sets in. Then 
trespasses and sins enter to complete 
the carnage: trespasses—going beyond 
the boundaries set by God; sins—trans- 
gressions* of God’s explicit commands. 
We call it worldliness, but that is too 
general a term, tco hard to define. It is 
imperfect works, transgressions and sins, 
that deaden. 

What can restore the life that is being 
lost? The answer to the church is the 
same as to the sinner, the quickening 
power of the Holy Ghost. To that all will 
say Amen. But it is not as simple as it 
sounds. Note our Lord’s message to Sar- 
dis—verses 2-5. If there is to be a revival 
of lost spiritual life, there is much to do. 


1. “Be watchful, and strengthen the 
things which remain.” Whatever spark 
of life remains must be fanned by the 
wind of the Spirit and fed by the Word. 

2. “Remember how thou hast received 
and heard.” Recall the earnest prayer 
and attention to God’s Word when first 
you believed. That is the old path that

Give Attention 
toReading .. .

Frances lies curled up in a big arm- 
chair reading. Wholly unconscious of 
what goes on around her, she can be 
heard to laugh or sigh with the mood of 
the story. She even wipes away an occa- 
sional tear shed in sympathy with the 
sufferings of its hero. This is nothing un- 
usual for Frances because, like most girls 
of her age, she comes home from the li- 
brary at least once every week with 
books piled high in her arms. 


The same story could be told of Jean, 
except that stacked by her chair are 
bundles of magazines, the latest offer- 
ings of the nearby newsstand. Or it 
could be Johnny and his treasure of 
comic books accumulated by _ trades 
which he had made with other boys of 
the neighborhood. 


In every home you will find them— 
books, magazines, newspapers, funny 
papers, comic books—an imposing ar- 
ray. And it isn’t just the children who 
read. There are homemaking books for 
mother, and business guides for dad. 
There are books to tell how to care for 
the house, what to do when the dog is 
ill and when to buy a new hat. There 
are books about everything under the 
sun, and of the making of them there is 
no end. 

But, why? 

Buried deep in every human heart is 
_ a desire to know. Where did man come 
from? Where is he going? Why is good 
good, and what is bad? What makes peo- 
ple behave as they do? Why must there 
be rules for behavior? What do those 
rules mean to me? Coupled with the de- 
sire to know is a desire for experience. 
Both are God-given hungers without 
which there would be very little devel- 
opment in man. But how are these crav- 
ings satisfied? Personal experience, no 
matter how varied, can provide only a 
limited amount of either the knowledge 
or experience needed for life. Thus it is 
necessary that we draw from the experi- 
ence of others. In ancient days this was 
done by means of story tellers who gath- 
ered their tales from everywhere, and 
told them around the campfires at night. 
Thus was passed on the stories of Adam 
and Eve; of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 
Thus the knowledge of God was given 
to succeeding generations. Thus know]l- 
edge of science, art and language was 
spread and handed on as part of the 
heritage of men. Now, reduced to writ- 
‘ing, this wealth of material is made easily 
accessable through newspapers, maga- 
zines and books. 
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It is through this means that men ob- 
tain much of what they know. Have you 
ever asked yourself how much you owe 
to books? Geography, history, science, 
music—even the very language which 
you use—were committed to you through 
this means. Your knowledge of people 
comes to you largely by that which you 
read about them. Even your knowledge 
of God and salvation was transmitted to 
you through a book—the Book of all 
books, the Bible. 

Thus it is evident that books are an 
asset, almost a necessity, in the business 
of living. And it is easy to understand 
how important it is what you read. 

Every thought which is accepted 
leaves its indelible impression on the 
mind. Once there it proceeds to become 
a part of the very make-up of the person 
who received it, shaping ‘his thinking, 
motivating his behavior and finally al- 
tering the very structure of his life. So it 
pays to ask of yourself, “What do I read.” 
It might pay to look around your home 
and ask again, “What kind of company 
does my family keep through the books 
which it reads?” 

Johnnie has a mania for comic books. 
And more “Johnnies” than we realize are 
addicted to this mania. One librarian 
told me some time ago that good child- 
rens books are being neglected, that 
children’s story hours were being insti- 
tuted in an attempt to revive interest, 
but that children showed little desire 
even for stories that were told. It wasn’t 
she said, that children had lost their 
hunger for stories, but that the hunger 
is being fed by the comic book trade. 
This librarian said she had evidence of 
boys, and girls too, who went without 
lunch at school so that they could use 
the money to buy the latest copy of the 
Adventures of Whoozit. She knew of in- 
stances of money that had been stolen 
that it might be spent at the newsstand. 
And what of these comic books? Most of 
them are of the “pulp” class; on the 
cheapest paper, with drawings entirely 
devoid of art and in colors that are pre- 
posterous. The tales are lurid and with- 
out purpose. The heroes are seldom peo- 
ple of character. Moral issues are not 
carefully drawn. Most of the stories deal 
with the supernatural, but put it on the 
plane of the human, accenting the “T’, 
and thus deny the supernatural claims of 
God. : 

It must be said that there are some re- 
cent comic magazines, or rather child- 
ren’s picture magazines which are above

this level. Recently some have been pub-- 
lished which present stories that are of 
value, and ideals that are high. Even pic-- 
tured stories from the Bible are now pre- 
sented on a plane that children appre-- 
ciate. But these are a small minority com- | 
pared to the flood which is growing into) 
one of the biggest business of America. | 
It would pay for you to ransack your | 
Johnny’s closet and, if you have not al-. 
ready done so, examine the type of com- | 
ics which he devours. And remember, 
he is shaped by what he reads. 

Junior hunts a hero around whom he) 
can shape his life. Who that hero will be 
depends largely on what he reads. In 
the realm of books every possible type | 
of hero can be found. Recently I saw a 
narrative in which the exploits of Satan 
were honored, with praise accorded to 
his satanic name. On the other hand 
stories abound across the pages of which - 
move godly men, worthy as patterns for 
any boy. And remember again, Junior. 
too, is influenced by what he reads. 

Frances faces decisions which wil! 
shape her life. Soon she must take the » 
steps which will result in a home of her 
own. What does the future hold for her? 
How will she meet it? Love, courtship, 
marriage—she dreams, and her dreams 
are shaped by the stories which she | 
reads. And read she must, for her hun- 
ger for experience drives -her to enter 
into the lives of others. But only toc 
often the stories which are her guide 
present only caricatures of life. Isn't it 
just possible that she could be guided 
into greater happiness if someone would 
take the trouble to help her in her 
choices of what she reads? 

There are good authors who face life 
squarely and interpret it at its best. They — 
satisfy the desire to know, and they al- 
low the reader to experence vicariously 
the conflicts, sorrows and joys through 
which their characters live. But they find 
a purpose for life. They portray charac- 
ters who will properly influence those 
who read. The books of many of those 
authors are among the immortal classics. 
Some of them are writers of today. Some 
of them write for periodicals which are 
just as accessable as the pulp which so 
many now read. 

Right now a campaign has been be- 
gun to make Christian the reading in 
Christian homes. Why not join the cru- 
sade? Check up on what you read. En- | 
list the members of your family. Spread 
the word to your friends. Since books 
and magazines play such a part in our 
lives, let’s honor God in what we read!

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Intimations of The Trinity 


by J. Narver Gortner

last installment ) : 


There is a clear intimation of the Trin- 
ity in Isaiah 48:16, where we read, 
“Come ye near unto Me; hear ye this; I 
have not spoken in secret from the be- 
ginning; from the time that it was, there 
am I; and now the Lord God, and His 
Spirit, hath sent Me.” The more correct 
rendering, as scholars have told us, is 


_that of the Revised Version, where we 


read, “And now the Lord God hath sent 
Me, and His Spirit.” I here transcribe 
what Dr. John Dick, noted Scotch theo- 
logian, says in one of his lectures: 


“There is mention in this passage of 
three Persons, One who sends, and Two 
who are sent. The speaker is God; for He 
assumes the name, and titles, and works 
of God, calling Himself the First and the 
Last, the Creator of heaven and earth; 
but at the same time He says that He 
was sent by God; not surely sent by 
Himself, for such language would have 
no meaning, but by a distinct Person. 
That Person is represented as having 
sent also Another, who is called His 
Spirit; which is not a name for an in- 
fluence, energy, or operation, but for an 
intelligent Agent, as will afterwards ap- 


pear when we come to speak of Him 


particularly, and is plain to every can- 
did reader of the Scriptures. It was He 
who in the beginning moved upon the 
face of the waters; it was He who gar- 
nished the heavens; it was He who spoke 
by the prophets, and gave them the 
kniowledge of future events; and to Him 
the Psalmist ascribes the attribute of 
omnipresence: “Whither shall I go from 
Thy Spirit? or whither shall I flee from 
Thy Presence?” On this text on which 
Dr. Dick thus commented. Dr. Timothy 
Dwight preached one 01 his notable 
sermons. It seems fitting that from that 
ce-mon I should quote the following 
paragraph: 

When I call unto them, ee ene 
together. The person, speaking in the 
text, is, then, JEHOVAH OF HOSTS; 
the first and the last; the Creator of the 
earth and the heavens. And this Person 
says, And now the Lord JEHOVAH and 
His Spirit hath sent me: or, more prob- 
ably, The Lord JEHOVAH hath sent me 
and His Spirit. Origen, as quoted by 
Bishop Lowth, comments on this passage 
in this manner: “Who is it that saith, in 
Isaiah, ‘And now the Lord hath sent me 
and His Spirit?’ in which, as the expres- 
sion is ambiguous, is it the Father aad 
the Holy Spirit who have sent Jesus! io 
the Father who hath sent both Christ 
and the Holy Spirit? The latter is the 
true interpretation.” This opinion of Ori- 
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gen appears to be just; because we no- 
where read in the Scriptures, that Christ 
was sent by the Spirit; but, everywhere, 
that both Christ and the Spirit were sent 
by the Father, called in the text the 
LORD GOD. .. . In the text, then, the 
doctrine of the TRINITY is directly de- 


clared by a Person, styled JEHOVAH 
OF HOSTS. ; 


It is quite evident that Dr. Dwight 
did not have access to the works of Ori- 
gen, and so he quoted Origen “as quoted 
by Bishop Lowth,” who undoubtedly 
had the works of Origen in his posses- 
sion. I am fortunate enough to have a 
good translation of all the writings of 
Origen that have been preserved; so I 
have been able to confirm the genuine- 
ness of the quotation. It is found in the 
fourth volume of my set of the Ante- 
Nicene Fathers, and is a part of the 
treatise entitled “Origen Against Cel- 
sus.” Celsus, as the reader may know, 
was an outstanding heathen opponent of 
Christianity who had written what until 
then was the most elaborate literary at- 
tack ever made upon Christianity. We do 
not possess the work of Celsus, or any 
part of it today, except as it has been 
quoted by Origen in his reply to it: and 
if it were not for the masterly work of 
Origen we should hardly know that such 
a man as Celsus ever lived and attacked 
Christianity. But Origen has replied to 
the arguments of Celsus in such an ex- 
haustive and convincing manner that 
from his reply it is possible for us to re- 
pro: uce the literary attack of Celsus al- 
most in its entirety. The passage in Ori- 
ger’s reply to Celsus in which he uses 
the words quoted by Bishop Lowth, and 
afterwards by Dr. Dwight, is of such 
great interest on account of other mat- 
ter which it contains that I here quote 
it in its entirely: 

For the law and the prophets are full of 
marvels simi’ar to those recorded of Jesus 
at His baptism, viz., regarding the dove 
and the voice from heaven. And I think 
the wonders wrought by Jesus of the Holy 
Spirit’s having then appeared in the form 
of a dove, although Celsus, from a desire 
to cast discredit upon them, alleges that 
He performed only what He had learned 
among the Egyptians. And I shall refer not 
only to His miracles, but, as is proper, to 
those also of the apostles of Jesus. For they 
could not without the help of miracles and 
wonders have prevailed on those who heard 
their new doctrines and new teachings to 
abandon their national usages, and accept 
their instructions at the danger to them- 
selves even of death. And there are still 
preserved among Christians traces of that 


Holy Spirit which appeared in the form 
of a dove. They expel evil spirits and 
perform many cures, and foresee certain 
events, according to the will of the Logos. 
And although Celsus, or the Jew whom he 
has introduced, may treat with mockery 
what I am going to say, I shall say it never- 
theless,—that many have been converted 
to Christianity as if against their will, some 
sort of spirit having suddenly transformed 
their minds from a hatred of the doctrine 
to a readiness to die in its defence, and hav- 
ing appeared to them either in a waking 
vision or a dream of the night. Many such 
instances have we known, which, if we 
were to commit to writing, although they 
were seen and witnessed by ourselves, we 
should afford great occasion for ridicule 
to unbelievers, who would imagine that 
we, like those whom they suppose to have 
invented such things, had ourselves also 
done the same. But God is witness of our 
conscientious desire, not by false state- 


“ments, but by testimonies of various kinds, 


to establish the divinity of the doctrine of 
Jesus. And as it is a Jew who is perplexed 
about the account of the Holy Spirit hav- 
ing descended upon Jesus in the form of 
a dove, we would say to him, “Sir, who is 
it that says in Isaiah, ‘And now the Lord 
hath sent me and His Spirit??” In which 
sentence, as the meaning is doubtful — 
viz., whether the Father and the Holy 
Spirit sent Jesus, or the Father sent both 
Christ and the Holy Spirit — the latter is 
correct. For, because the Savior was sent, 
afterwards the Holy Spirit was sent also, 
that the prediction of the prophet might be 
fulfilled; and as it was necessary that the 
fulfillment should be known to posterity, 
the disciples of Jesus for that reason com- 
mitted the result to writing. 


The above quotation from 'Origen’s 
notable treatise is worthy of very care- 
ful study. Origen, like all the church 
fathers who were not heretics was a 
staunch believer in the doctrine of the 
Trinity, and he set forth his belief in 
clear and forceful language. He believed 
in the’ equality of the three Persons of 
the Godhead and regarded as heresy the 
teaching that the Son is inferior to the 
Father. In his Origen de Principiis he 
wrote, “Nothing in the Trinity can be 
called greater or less, since the fountain 
of divinity alone contains all things by 
His word and reason, and by the Spirit 
of His mouth sanctifies all things which 
are worthy of sanctification, as it is writ- 
ten in the Psalm, “By the word of the 
Lord were the heavens strengthened, and 
all their power by the Spirit of His 
mouth.” He then quotes 1 Corinthian 
12:4-7, and adds this comment, “From 
which it most clearly follows that there 
is no difference in the Trinity, but that 
which is called the gift of the Spirit is 
made known through the Son, and oper- 
ated by God the Father. ‘But all these 
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The Peril of ‘Adjusting’ the Scriptures

In my early Christian experience I 
set out to read the Bible with all the 
zeal of the average young believer, tak- 
ing the promise at face value, believing 
the Scriptures as I found them without 
benefit of footnotes and commentaries. 
I began with Genesis and was claiming 
the promises for myself when I en- 
countered a Bible student from some- 
where who informed me that those 
promises were not for me, but for the 
Jews! 


It had been evident to me in reading 
the Scriptures, as it must be to .any 
prayerful student, that certain Divine 
commitments relate particularly to Israel. 
But the restraint which my well-meaning 
friend placed upon my appropriation of 
spiritual truth for myself caused a sudden 
dampening of my ardor. Then I moved 
over into the New Testament and began 
appropriating the blessings of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, and I was interrupted 
and duly notified that all those things 
belonged to the kingdom age! Next, I be- 
gan in Acts and was moving along, dar- 
ing to believe that I might claim some, 
if not at all, of the powers that flowed 
from Pentecost, when I was again re- 
minded that the Acts covered a transi- 
tional period and we were not to press 
those matters too literally! 

I knew they would not let me have 
Revelation since it was concerning the 
future; so I was shut up to the Epistles. 
By the time I had made allowance for 
Greek roots and marginal references and 
disagreeing footnotes, I came out in the 
same dilemma in which many Christians 
find themselves today. I did not know 
which promises really were mine. I could 
not stand with confidence at any place 
in the Scriptures lest some divider of the 
Word like a policeman come along to 
order me off private property and inform 
me that my verse did not mean just what 
it said, or that is was meant. for some- 
one else. 

The outgrowth of it all has been a deep 
conviction that Christians suffer today 
from the double error of making the 
Scriptures fit their own explanations 
on one hand, or their own experiences 
on the other. We spend much time de- 
nouncing modernism, and surely we 
ought to say with Paul, “Though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach any 
other gospel . . . let him. be accursed.” 
But sometimes I am not so afraid of mod- 
ernist doubt from without as I am afraid 
of fundamentalist unbelief from within. 
By fundamentalist unbelief I mean that 
strange species of unbelief which loudly 
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declares the Scriptures to be God-breath- 
ed, but immediately turns around and 
sets about adjusting the Bible to the 
limitations of our logic and our lives. 

First, we endeavor to adjust the Scrip- 
tures to our own explanations. Mythology 
tells us of the bed of Procrustes. If a man 
was too short, they stretched him until 
he would fit the bed. If he was too long, 
they chopped him off until he would fit 
it. Do we not first decide what we are 
going to believe about the Bible, then 
size and sort the Scriptures, stretch them 
out or lop them off to fit the Procrustean 
beds of our private systems of interpre- 
tation? We come across a promise that 
glitters like a diamond on velvet. But we 
dare not accept it as it stands until we 
get down several dozen books to find 
what this man and that one thinks it 
means, 

After God called him, Paul conferred 
not with flesh and blood (Gal. 1:16). 
But when God Speaks to us, we do con- 
ter first with flesh and blood; we con- 
sult the authorities. And by the time we 
have paid tribute at all the tollgates of 
private interpretation, and have looked 
at the Scriptures through the spectacles 
of a dozen disagreeing expositors, we 
come out with “loads of learned lumber 
in our heads” but unable to build from 
it any worthy structure. Instead of ask- 
ing, “What saith the Scripture?” we ask, 
“What say the scholars about the Scrip- 
ture?” We are like one who would miss 
the sentiment of a love letter through 
studying its syntax. 

Besides, if the Bible were so puzzling 
that one could not know it until the 
scholars explained it, what would be- 
come of the common people who could 
not go to schools nor buy heavy sets of 
commentaries? 


I have a life with Christ to live; 
But, ere I live it, must I wait 
Till learning can clear answer give 
To this and that book’s date? 
I have a life with Christ to live; 
A death with Christ to die; 
And must I wait till science give 
All doubts a clear reply? 


No. And neither should we fall into 
the grievous error of missing what the 
Bible says by forever trying to pour it 
into this and that mould of private ex- 
planation. 

On the other hand, we err in adjusting 
the Scriptures to fit the limitations of our 
own experiences. We look at a glowing 
promise of declaration, then we look 
around at what we call “Facts,” and if 


the facts do not seem to bear out the | 
Seriptures, we make the Scriptures fit — 


the tacts instead of demanding the facts | 


rise to the level of the Scriptures. 
We whittle down the Scriptures to 


fit experience. We read that “whoso- < 


ever is born of God sinneth not.” Then 


| | 


we look around and say: “But yonder > 
. . . * . . . . > 
is a born-again believer is living in sin,” — 


and thus we seek to adjust-the Bible to 
experience. We read that the prayer of 
faith shall heal the sick. But we know 
somebody who was sick and prayed in 


faith, yet died. The facts do not seem to- | 


bear out the Scriptures, and we adjust 


the Book of the Procutean bed of our — 
pitiful experience. We dare not believe © 


God’s own bold words; we run them

through a process to match our miser- _ 


able taith—or lack of faith—and we are 


as guilty of denaturing the Scriptures as | 


modernism ever dared to be. 


We must believe what God said be-— 


cause God said it, not because logic or 


life seem to verify it. To be sure the © 


Bible is both reasonable and livable, but 
first of all it is so simple because God 
said so, and God’s saying so makes it 
so. We must accept that or else go blund- 


cring along half believing and half doubt- — 


ing, trying to mix the wisdom of man 
with “the foolishness of God” (1 Cor. 
1:25). God has spoken and that settles 
it: “Let God be true, but every man a 
liar” (Rom. 3:4). To doubt God and 
believe human explanation and experi- 
cnee is to make God a liar. If anybody 
has lied, man has lied. If there is any 
doubt on any point, give God the benefit 
of the doubt. If circumstances seem to 
contradict what God has said, let God 
be true and circumstances be liars. If 
scholars doubt what God has written, 
let God be true and let scholars be liars. 
If feelings do not seem to confirm the 
Word, let God be true and let feelings 
be liars. If we do not live up to what 
God has said, Let God be true and let 
us be the liars. 


“He hath said . | . so that we may 
boldly say.” and whatever contradicts 
Him is of the devil who is a liar and the 
father of it. When Satan entered human 
life, he took the form of a serpent, and 
bis question was, “Yea, hath God said 
...?” When the Saviour came to earth 
He took the form of a servant and His 
answer in life and teaching was, “Yea, 


God hath said.” 


God has said: “There is no difference. 
For all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God” Men say that there is 
a difference, and that sin is only arrested 
development, immaturity, biolo gical 
growing pains. Whom shall we believe? 
“Let God be true, but every man a liar.”

Since the last writing our work has 
been out into the fringes of the District. 
While on the road of travel it was our 
privilege to speak 25 times within the 30 
days. About one day a week has been 
spent at home, just long eough to answer 
mail and then go right out again. I 
thought you might be interested to know 
how we are completely engaged in C.A. 
work. 

It is fitting right here to take our hats 
off to a very select group. These are the 
Christ’s Ambassadors who are in Home 
Missionary work. There are many of our 
young people who are engaged in a 
sacrificial way for our Lord Jesus Christ 
all through this large district. I met sev- 
eral of these young couples while in the 
Northern part of the state. They are pas- 
toring little churches along the Klamath 
River with Indians as their congregation. 
Some of their churches are built of logs, 
and there in the big timber country they 
do endure some hardships but one is im- 

ressed by their complete happiness in 
Boine where the Lord has chosen for 
them to be. 

Do you know that in some sections of 
our District the C.A.s have to drive a 
distance of from 150 to 200 miles one 
way to attend a rally? And, say, when 
they do get together for fellowship, they 
really enjoy it. Some churches even pro- 
vide refreshments at these rallys for the 
visitors before they start the long jour- 
ney homeward. 

In Sunnyvale we conducted five nights 
of youth revival. This is proving to be a 
means of reaching our young people and 
the opportunity of building toward an 
end such as teaching with a youth slant. 
The C. A.s in this case sponsored the 
meeting and had charge of the services. 
There was a keen interest in the meet- 
ings and the senior adults were in good 
number also to lend their support to the 
young people’s revival. With all personal 
interest set aside, if their could be any, 
I feel that this is perhaps one answer to 
the problem of district help and en- 
couragement to local groups. When your 
president calls on a group for just one 
service there is usually the feeling of 
just getting acquainted. Where several 
nights in one church can be had, there 
is good opportunity to reach into some 
of the needs of young people. This could 
not be done in every church but we can 
heartily recommend the idea for its 
worth to pastors, C. A.s and churches.

TA are at the crisis point of their lives. Are experi- 
encing changes, growth, etc., which makes them 
difficult to understand, manage. 

TA are lost to the church—75 per cent of the boys, 65 per cent of the girls. 

There are 6,600,000 children in Sunday School today. When these 
children are 18 years of age there will be only 400,000 of them left 
in Sunday School. 6,200,000 will have slipped away! 

SOME NEEDS 

A TA program that will provide a proper balance of spiritual and mental training 

with fellowship and recreation. This to be a guided program and to be 
among their own number. 

A well trained and interested sponsor in each church to carry on an effective TA 

group program. 

A means of providing training materials and information for TA sponsors. 

A program of finding and training sponsors to organize TA groups in local 

churches. 

A need of setting a TA age level—probably 12 to 16 or if more restricted, 12 to 14. 

SOME POSSIBILITIES 

Would be well to provide TA activity in addition to regular CA work, for TAgers 

should be working in CA group too. 

a. Could have a “service group” in the local churches, with suggestions 
on practical jobs: as mending song books, cleaning church or yard, 
petaoes distributing hand bills, etc. Mix refreshments and social

b. Could have a soul-winning task, such as distributing tracts, visiting 
the sick, or absentees, personal work among friends. . 

c. Could have a missionary activity: sending literature or pictures to 

field, preparing boxes or barrels, scrap books, etc.

during noon hour.

The thing for which many have been 
praying for ever since we have had a 
camp meeting is at last becoming a 
reality. There will be a Junior Camp this 
year at Bethany Park in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains for boys and girls on the dates 
shown above. Authorities in every field 
of youth work tell us that the crying 
need for boys and girls in these days is 
a spiritual program that will grip their 
hearts and give them a right foundation 
upon which to build their lives. In a day 
when a great percentage of our prison 
population is made up of 16, 17, and 18- 
year olds, we can surely see the need 
tor special work on the pre-teen-age level 
so that when our boys and girls reach 
that uncertain age of adolescence, they 
will have some “gospel anchors” to keep 
them from being swept on the tides of 
emotional instability. Surely those of us 
who are parents count no sacrifice too 
great if only our children can be rooted 
and grounded in the faith. 


After being urged to do so by our 
District Superintendent, W. T. Gaston, 
at the January District Council, the Sun- 
day School Department is assuming the 
leadership in such a task. It means hard 
work and sacrifice but we give ourselves 
joyously to it, for it is basic and founda- 
tional, and there are deep satisfactions 
in making an important contribution to 
the great work of the Lord as a whole. 


On March 29 and 30 a committee met 
at Bethel Temple, Sacramento, enjoying 
the courteous hospitality of Pastor Nelson 
Hinman. With your Sunday School Rep- 
resentative as chairman, the committee 
was composed of Pastors Robert Doherty 
of Redding, Homer Doyle of Colusa, 
J. R. Edgar of Ukiah, Winston Nelson of 
Oakland, and R. J. Renfroe of Palo Alto. 
For two days matters of general policy 
were discussed, details of organization 
were formulated, and a list of Junior 
Camp personnel was suggested. It was 
decided that since this was our first year, 


and was a new field for most of us, a’ 


single Junior Camp should be held. The 
boys and girls will be lodged on different 
sections of the Park, and will have sep- 
arate counselors and teachers and classes.

must be walked in, if this spiritual life — 
is to return. 


3. “Hold fast.” There must be that dil- 
igent perserverance, day-in and day-out 
stick-to-it-iveness. There is no ministry 
of the Spirit to supplement human lazi- | 
ness. 


4, “Repent.” Genuine sorrow for the 
imperfections, the transgressions, and 
the sins that have spread their deaden- 
ing influence, with turning from them. _ 


5. “Overcome’—(verse 5). No effort 
that falls short of complete victory over 
imperfect works (insofar as it is hu- 
manly possible), over sins and over 
transgressions, will avail. 


Of such overcomers Jesus says, “I will 
not blot out his name out of the book of 
life.” He sall be “clothed in white.” The 
strong inference is that those who are 
living only in name but have lapsed 
back into a place of spiritual death are 
to have their names blotted out of the 
book of life. May God in His mercy pro- 
vide a ministry that will waken such to 
their danger. 


In the last chapter of Revelation there 
is a word of encouragement to us if we 
have in any way lost out. It is this: “Who- 
soever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” This life-giving, this quick- 
ening stream is for “whosoever will.” It 
is an echo of the cry uttered by our Lord 
Jesus on the last day of the feast. “If any 
man thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink” (John 7:3 ). Keep coming and 
keep drinking.

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Jamaica For Jesus

At last the day arrived that we had 
looked forward to for so many months. 
The big Pan-American Clipper rocked 
as we flew through the storm clouds, 
coming to the land that has been the 
burden of our hearts. We landed in 
Kingston, Jamaica, and went through 
necessary customs, including paying 
$2.10 head tax each. Now we know the 
value of our heads. 


The annual Conference of the Assem- 
blies of God of Jamaica has just closed. 
Quite a number of the native workers 
were here, many of them coming at a 
great sacrifice. Souls were saved every 
night. We concluded with glorious Eas- 
ter services. Five truck loads and two 
busses came in for the day, some of 
them riding all night in order to be at 
the services. There was a baptismal serv- 
ice at nine in the morning. Then there 
was a preaching service, followed by 
ordination service and the dedication of 
babies. Then came the communion sery- 
ice, concluding at 2:30 in the afternoon. 
There were Sunday school and youth 
meetings at four, prayer for the sick at 
six, and the gospel service at seven. So 
you can see we had a full day with only 
a little time out to eat dinner. 


The hot and humid weather saps one’s 
strength. We are always very happy for 
the days the breeze blows or the clouds 
cover the sun. 

We often go out and pass out tracts. 
It doesn’t take long to pass out several 
hundred. If we go to the market place 
we are mobbed, hands reaching out for 
the Word of God. We must work fast, 
for already Communism seems to be 
spreading. 

It would really do your heart good to 


hear them testify. They have a real testi- 
mony ringing with the praises of the 
Lord. 

Recently we were up to a church in 
the hills. Gas is very high, costing at 
least 53 cents a gallon. But there were 
around 30 came forward for salvation; 
so it was well worth the trip. We went 
to one church for a native wedding. 
Service began with singing of hymns, 
and although it was held in the after- 
noon and not very many were able to be 
there, at the close of the ceremony an 
invitation was given and six came for- 
ward. So we do not miss an opportunity. 
Many times they even kneel in the street 
at open air services. 


The Christians are very zealous for 
God. Recently, for example, two young 
men rode bicycles 13 miles here and 
back to stand with us on the street and 
give their testimonies. It would put some 
at home to shame to see their zeal, 
labor and sacrifice. It is nothing for some 
of them to walk miles to preach the gos- 
pel and give their testimonies. 


We are learning to eat the native fruit 
and vegetables. Some of it is quite an 
experience. We hope that all the folks at 
home do not forget to pray for us and for 
these poor lost souls. How they need 
God. Jamaica is a land of contrasts—a 
land of gorgeous natural beauty and a 
land of sordid poverty. The people are 
practically slaves with no hope of any- 
thing better—toiling in the heat and 
dying of malnutrition, hundreds of them 
without Christ — no God, no peace, no 
happiness. There are many towns calling 
for someone to come and open up a work, 
but it takes much money, which is very 
limited. Pray! Pray Pray!

sins according to the Scriptures” eS 
“was raised again for our justification 

_ “there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved.” Men say that other ways 
are just as good. Modern Naamans claim 
that Abana and Pharpar are as good as 
Jordan. They do not like the Gospel of 
No Other Name. “Let God be true, but 
every man a liar.” 

God says: “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see life; but 
the wrath of God abideth on him.” Men 
Ibclieve in a sentimental God who would 
wink at man’s wickedness, and they for- 
set that while God is love, He is also 
a consuming fire. “Let God be true, but 


every man a ean 

God says: “Present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice” . . . “come out from among 
them, and be ye separate.” Men do not 
choose the highway of holiness; they 
would mix light with darkness and join 
Christ with Belial. But God has spoken, 
and he that believeth hath no part with 
an infidel. “Let God be true, but every 
man a liar.” 

God has said that Jesus shall return 
in the same manner as He went away. 
Scoffers ask, “Where is the promise of 
His coming?” Hypocrites read the face 
of the sky but cannot discern the signs 
of the times. Belshazzar drinks before 
his lords in ungodly revelry while as- 
trologers and soothsayers guess at the 
meaning of the handwriting on the wall. 
We live in the Saturday evening of the 
age; the mystery of lawlessness leads 


up towards its awful climax; the night 
ot apostasy darkens; the sky is lurid with 
the flames of approachin judgment. 
Jesus is coming! “Let God ie true, but 
every man a liar.” 

So no matter which way we look the 
issue is this: are we to believe what God 
has said, or the testimony of man? In 
Matthew 22:29 our Lord said. “Ye do 
err, not knowing the Scriptures, nor the 
power of God.” We err because instead 
of knowing the Scriptures on the one 
hand we substitute our explanations; and 
instead of knowing the power of God 
on the other hand we substitute our 
experiences. And what can be more 
pathetic than to spend a lifetime ex- 
pounding the supernatural without ever 
having experienced the supernatural; 
contending for the miracles of yesterday, 
yet practically denying the possibility of 
miracles today! 

After all, the Word of God yields its 
deepest secrets not to scholarly analysis, 
but to simple faith that dares to let God 
be true but every man a liar. After the 
wise and prudent, even among the ortho- 
dox, have argued at length over this 
verse and that, God raises up some non- 
entity who dares to believe God’s bold, 
brave words, and puts all the rest of us 
to shame. Few of us ever stand with 
all our weight on the Word of God. We 
pretend to, but in a crisis we usually 
make some concession to human weak- 
ness, and the Word does not profit us 
as it might, being mixed with unbelief 
in us who hear it. 

In the thick of an argument someone 
cried to the captain: “The flag is far 
ahead, and the regiment has fallen way 
behind the colors. Shall we bring the 
flag back to the regiment?” The captain 
shouted back: “No, bring the regiment 
up to the flag!” 

We Christians have fallen far behind 
our colors. Shall we bring the Scriptures 
back to us, trim them to suit our un- 
belief? Let us rather catch up with the 
Scriptures both in our explanations and 
our experiences! “Let God be true, but 
every man a liar.” —Elim Evangel

Speaker Declares “World 
Control” Is Needed 


World government with power to en- 
force the rule of law everywhere was 
urged in a recent speech by John M. 
Fraser, exchange student from New 
Zealand, as the sole hope of ending in- 
ternational war and violence. The al- 
ternative, as he sees it, is a one-world 
authority evolved by democratic pro- 
cesses or a world government imposed 
by force and conquest by one nation, of 
which, he said, “There is a greater dan- 
ger today than at any time in human 
history.” He warned against the “creep- 
ing venom of world Communism which 
gains strength from its certitude of desti- 
nation in a confused world” and also 
from the universal human habit to think 
other pastures are greener. 

Warning against putting any faith in 
the permanence of treaties, agreements, 
or diplomatic understandings to preserve 
the peace, Fraser said: “There have been

worketh that one and the self-same 
Spirit, dividing to every one severally as 
He will’” 

There is an evident intimation of a 
plurality of persons in the Godhead in 
Genesis 19:24, where we read, “Then 
Jehovah rained upon Sodom and upon 
Gomorrah brimstone and fire from Je- 
hovah out of heaven.” Also in Hosea 1:7, 
where God says, “I will have mercy upon 
the house of Judah, and will save them by 
Jehovah their God.” And it is quite evi- 
dent from the character of the language 
Daniel used in his prayer that he under- 
stood that there is a distinction in the 
Godhead that should be recognized by 
the man who prays. Hear his words, as 
recorded in Dan. 9:17, “Now therefore 
O our God (Elohim, plural title of 
Deity), hear the prayer of Thy servant, 
and his supplications, and cause Thy 
face to shine upon Thy sanctuary that is 
desolate, for the Lord’s (Adonahy’s) 
sake.” And the verse that follows is even 
more significant: “O Adonahy, hear; O 
Adonahy, forgive; O Adonahy, hearken 
and do; defer not, for Thine own sake, 
O my Elohim: for Thy city and Thy peo- 
ple are called by Thy name.” 

Let us turn now to the 45th Psalm 
where we have a notable passage that is 
made use of by the author of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews in his admirable effort 
to establish the superiority of the Lord 
Jesus, to whom,.as the Son of the Fa- 
ther bore striking testimony. Mark. the 
almost startling language of verse 6, 
“Thy throne, O God, is forever and ever,” 
and note the fact that in the following 
verse we read, “Thou lovest righteous-

ness, and hatest wickedness: therefore 
God, Thy God, hath anointed Thee with 
the oil of gladness above Thy fellows.” 
Turning to the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
we find that the inspired writer, com- 
menting under the unction of the Holy 
Spirit, tells us that the Person spoken 
to was none other than the Son, and it 
will be noted that the Father gives to 
the Son the appellation of God. The 
passage is quoted in Hebrews to sup- 
port the doctrine of the deity of Jesus. 
We must therefore conclude that, while 
God is essentially One, there are certain 
distinctions in the Godhead that justify 
us in believing and teaching that God 
is Three as well as One. 


I call attention to one more passage: 
Numbers 6:24-27. And mark the fact 
that we are definitely told that “Jehovah 


‘spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto 


Aaron and unto his sons, saying, On this 
wise ye shall bless the children.of Israel.” 
The words then that Moses was instruct- 
ed to put in. Aaron’s mouth and in the 
mouth of his sons, wherewith they were 
to bless the children of Israel were words 
of Jehovah Himself. Mark carefully the 
words of the blessing: 


“Jehovah bless thee, and keep thee; 
Jehovah make His face shine upon 
thee, and be gracious unto thee; 
Jehovah lift wp His countenance upon 

thee, and give thee peace.” 


Says Dr. Richard Watson, who was 
one of the ablest scholars of his day, a 
noted theologian, and thoroughly evan- 
gelical: “If the three members of this 
form of benediction be attentively con- 
sidered, they will be found to agree re- 
spectively with the three Persons taken 
in the usual order of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost. The Father is the

Author of blessing and preservation; ii- 
lumination and grace are from the Son; 
illumination and peace from the Spirit, 
the Teacher of truth, and the Comforter.” 
In these wise words of Dr. Watson is an 
outline of truth concerning God, as God 
has seen fit to manifest Himself in His; 
triune nature, that might well serve as 
the basis of a sermon or series of sermons. 

Attention might be called to many 
other passages in the Old Testament 
Scriptures, in which there are un- 
doubtedly intimations of the truth of the 
Trinity, but a sufficient number I have} 
already cited, and to cite others would 
therefore be superflous. The conclusion | 
to which we come is that there are nu-: 
merous intimations of the Trinity in the: 
Old Testament. God when He spoke “at: 
sundry times and in divers manners in| 
time past unto the fathers by the proph-- 
ets” was undoubtedly preparing hu-. 
manity, to whom He was then giving a 
faint revelation of Himself, for that clear- 
er revelation He was. purposing to af- 
ford under the dispensation of His Son, 
and of His Spirit.
